Salt Lake City. Ctah.—Deposits of 


eorvuslte and ralandite have been dis- 
covered In Ctah tear the carnolte 
beds, chief aource of radium In the 
United State*. 


The rare chemical element, vanadi- 


um. Is the chief constituent of cor- 
rnslte. otherwise known at raten- 
stone because of its purplish black ap- 
pearance resembling the feathers of a 
raven. Edward P. Henderson and 
Frank L. Hess, Smithsonian geolo- 
gists, who discovered the new min- 
eral, reported. 


Deposits of both minerals were 


found near remains of ancient organic 
material, the geologists said, and' Is 
practically unknown to science. The 
relationship of commie and min- 
eral sedimentation, they admitted.

showers. To eye witnesses the 
of a cloudburst often seems to 
down In a continuous stream, ts ii 
poured out of a bucket, rather than 
separate drops, and we cannot sty howl 
nearly this impression may correspond] 
to the truth.

means of determining the maxtmoa 
amount of rale per unit area that miy 
fall In a given time, and actual meu-| 
nrements of Intense showers throw lit- 
tle light on the question. Over the 
whole surface of the globe upward ot 
30.000 rain gauges are constantly ex- 
posed to catch every shower that falls. 
but only a few hundred of these gauges

by one that fell on April 5. 1826. at Mre i 
Opid's camp, about 4,500 feet abort 
sea level In the mountains northeast 
of Los Angeles.

A sec- 
ond gauge. Intended for Installation at 
another station, had been placed tem- 
porarily a few feet away when tbe 
shower occurred.

Canada Gets Most Water 


From Niftffaurm's Supply 


Niagara falls is not controlled by 


Canada. However, a treaty was signed 
by the United States and Canada pro- 
viding for the restriction of tbe 
amount of water which may be divert- 
ed for industrial purposes; the maxi- 
mum is 20,000 cubic feet per second 
on the American side and 36,000 cubic 
feet per second on the Canadian side. 
This was done In order to preserve tt* 
scenic beauty of the falls and also to 
maintain lake levels. The difference 
In these allotted amounts Is due to the 
manner In which the water Is with- 
drawn. 
. 


As the late WHllam H. Tsft (in 


1007 secretary of war) said la his de- 
cision on the matter: "With respect 
to tbe Canadian sMe. tbe water i* 
drawn from the river In such • way
